Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the afternoon of 1st May 1961, Constable No. 2696 Ram 
Chander of the Central Reserve Police went to nullah to 
have a wash. While doing so. his foot slipped and he fell 
into the fast flowing current. Constable 9177 Harjeet Singh 


who happened to be nearby, in utter disregard of his personal 
safety, jumped into the raging torrent and with a great 
deal of effort succeeded in pushing Constable Ram Chander 
to the hank and thus saved his life. Constable Harjeet Singh, 
however, got so exhausted that he could not get to the bank 
and was carried away by the strong current, His head struck 
against the boulders In the nullah and he was rendered 
unconscious, In this state of unconsciousness he was carried 
three miles down stream from where his body was recovered. 

In saving the life of a colleague, Constable Harjeet Singb 
laid down his own life. The courage and self sacrifice <&. 
played by him in a situation fraught with great risk were of 
the highest order. 

2, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as pro- 
vided under rule 5,

that the Chamber carries out such modifications in its 
Articles of Association, trading bye-laws and working pro- 
cedure as may be suggested by the Forward Markets Com- 
mission. Since the Chamber has been unable to comply with 
the various formalities for the grant of recognition, the 
Government of India have in consultation with the Forward 
Markets Commission decided not to establish a futures market 
for cottonseed at Abohar.

MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION Se POWER 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 22 nd December, 196] 

No. EL,H-12(18)/61.— During the last few months there 
have been freejuent interruptions in the supply of electricity 
to consumers in the Union territory of Delhi, due to acci- 
dental breakdowns of generating units and planned shut- 
downs necessitated during execution of new works anil main- 
tenance and repairs of the existing power system. As it is 
desirable that Government should have before them an assess- 
ment of the causes of the failures in power supply and of the 
adequacy or otherwise of the arrangements made by the Delhi 
Electric Supply Undertaking, New Delhi Municipal Committee 
and other licensees in Delhi to meet the rising power demand 
in the Union territory of Delhi and the measures that should 
be taken to ensure adequate and reliable supply of energy 
to the consumers in Delhi, they have decided to set up a 
Committee consisting of the following

2. The terms of reference of thn Committee will be as 
follows: 

(1) To review the growth of power demand in the Union 
territory of Delhi during the Second Five Year Plan 
period and the anticipated demand in the Third Five 
Year Plan period, and to report on the adequacy and 
effectiveness of the steps taten/proposed to be taken, 
to meet such demands. 

(2) To enquire into the causes of frequent power break- 
downs. failures and shutdowns in the areas of the 
various licensees for the generation, supply and dis- 
tribution of electricity in the Union territory of 
Delhi and to report particularly on:— 

(i) the adequacy of their transmission and distribution 
system to meet the growing demands In thdr areas; 

(ii) the steps that should be taken to improve their 
systems of supply; 

(ill) the adequacy of the arrangements made for the 
procurement of appropriate quantity /quality of 
coal for the power houses of the Delhi Electric 
Supply Undertaking. 

(8) To review the arrangements regarding the supply of 
Bhakra-Nangal power by Punjab to Delhi, and the 
distribution of such power by the licensees concerned 
in Delhi. 

(4) To report on the adequacy of measures adopted to 
control the distribution, supply and utilisation of 
power in view of the shortage of power and the steps 
taken from time to time, by various licensees to 
enforce such measures. 

(5) To make such recommendations as the Committee 
may consider necessary for ensuring the supply of 
adequate and reliable power to consumers in the 
Union territory of Delhi. 

3. The Committee will collect such evidence as it considers 
necessary, from the representatives of the Municipal Corpora 
tion of Delhi, the New Delhi Municipal Committee, other 
licensees or sanction-holders for generation, supply and dis- 
tribution of electricity in the Union territory of Delhi, and 
any other Board, body, association, company or individual, 
in the discharge of its functions. 

4. The Committee shall have the power to regulate it* 
own procedure (including the fixing of places and times of 
its sittings and deride whether to sit in public or private) 
and may act notwithstanding the temporary absence of any 
member or the existence of a vacancy amongst its members. 

5. The Committee will submit its report within a period 
of Lwo months.

No. 29/1/61JJ.— On the results of actuarial valuation of 
the assets and liabilities of the Post Office Insurance Fund 
as at 81rf March, 1957, the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Transport Sc Communications (Department of 
G. Sc C. A.) last announced in their Resolution No. 29/8/59- 
LI, dated the 28th November, 1959 the grant of bonus to 
PJL.I. policy holder*. 


2. A further valuation of the Post Office Insurance Fund 
as at 91st March, 1960 has shown a substantial surplus of 
which a considerable portion can be distributed to the policy 
holders without affecting the financial stability of the Fund. 
The President is accordingly pleased to grant bonus at the 
following rates to the holders of policies which constitute 
the liability of the Government of India:—

a simple reversionary bonus as an addition to and 
payable with the sum assured at the following- rates

(b) In respect of policies which resulted into and will 
result into claims by death or by survival between 1 st 
April i960 and the date of next valuation, an interim bonus 
to be paid for each full month during which such policies 
are in force during the period from 1st April 1960 to the date 
on which the claim arises at the rates given below :—
